Drawings 

The drawings received on 14 January 2008 overcome the objections set forth in the 
Office Action of 9 October 2007 are accepted. New Figure 2 is fully supported by the 
specification as set forth on page 3 of the amendment of 14 January 2008. No new matter has 
been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 7, and 13-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art (and in 
particular the combination of Chu et al. and Brodie et al.) does not teach the liquid cooling 
system combination as recited in new independent claim 15, and in particular comprising a 
section of the central liquid line system attached to a vertical frame leg of the rack or switchgear 
cabinet, wherein a receptacle, open over its length in a direction toward an interior of the rack or 
switchgear cabinet, is integrated on or into the frame leg, and the section of the central liquid line 
system is inserted into the receptacle.
